London, November 1.—The foreign office 
has received a dispatch from the British 
embassy at St. Petersburg, stating that the 
czars death occurred at 2:20 o'clock p. m.

Announcement of the death of the czar 
was officially communicated by wire from 
Livadia to Marlborough house, the resi- 
dence of the prince of Wales, but no par- 
ticulars were given. 

Last Moments of the Czar. * 

Yalta, November 1.—The czar was told 
Tuesday that he could live only a few 
days more. He listened composedly. Dur- 
ing the rest of the day he passed most of 
his time in disposing of his personal and 
family affairs. Then he calmly awaited 
the end with his consciousness broken only 
occasionally with short periods of coma. 
Yesterday morning he looked for the last 
time from the windows of the palace. He 
was long silent; then he said it was pleas- 
ant to feel’ that he could pass his last 
hours on Russian soil. Last night he had 
no sleep. He was racked constantly by 
violent coughing and hemorrhage. His 
heart grew so weak that it often seemed 
to have stopped beating. These distressing 
symptoms became accentuated at 10 o’clock 
this morning, but shortly afterward the 
czar rallied slightly. He was fully con- 
scious. He wished the sacrament to be 
given him in the presence of the family 
and he received the viaticum with grateful 
fervor. An hour and a half later he was 
seized whth violent spasms. It seemed 
the end had come, but he rallied again and 
at 12:30 o’clock he appeared to be free from 
pain—even comfortable. But the weaken- 
ing heart beats and breathing told his pfhy- 
siclans that the end was coming fast. He 
was conscious almost to the last moment. 
At 2:15 o’elock his eyes closed slowly and 
he ceased breathing. . 

The Body to Be Embalmed. 

The body will be embalmed in _Livadia to- 
night and will be exposed in the palace 
chapel for a day or two. Several state 
officials left’ St. Petersburg for Livadia 
this evening. According to the tentative 
arrangements made tonight the body will 
be conveyed aboard the imperial yacht, 
Polar Star, to Odessa. It will be escorted 
by the whole Black sea fleet, which has 
orders to assemble at once off Yalta. From 
Odessa the body will be taken on a special 
train to St. Petersburg and will be placed 
inthe egthedral of Sts. Peter and Paul. The 
final ceremonies will be held probably in 
about two weeks. © 

The New Czar.

Press. dispatches 
from St. Petersburg speak of the deep 
mourning throughout the city and the 
greag throngs in and around the churches. 
St. Isaac’s cathedral was draped before 8 
o'clock this evening.

Was in Constant Dread. 

Alexander III, emperor of all the Russtas, 
who succeeded to the throne on the murder 
of his father by nihilist conspirators on 
March 13, 1881, was born March 10, 1845. For 
some time after his elevation to the throne 
he seldom appeared in public, .but lived 
in the closest retirement at Gatchina, being

He married, in 1866, Mary Feodorovina 
(formerly Mary Sophia Frederica: Dagmar) 
daughter of Christian IX, king of Denmark, 
and sister of the princess of Wales and the 
king of Greece. The principal concern of 
the ezar was to put down nihilism to de- 
velop the military power of Russia, to 
organize her Asiatic an Caucasian pro- 
vinces.and to keep a steady eye upon Con- 
stantinople. 
From the beginning of his reign periodical 
attempts upon his life were made by the 
nihilists. Twice officers in his own army 
tried to shoot him. In 1888 he and his 
family narrowly escaped death in a rail- 
way accident, near Borki. The train was 
thrown from the track and many pas- 
'sengers were killed, but the imperial party 
were hardly injured. The derailing of the 
train was supposed to be the work of nihi- 
lists.

Congressman Turner's Small Vote. 
The surprise of the day was the very 
| small vote polled for Congressman Henry 
G. Turner. Though his friends claimed as 
high as 65 votes, he polled but 37. No bet- 
ter evidence of the fact that Georgia is 
overwhelmingly opposed to Mr. Turner's 
present silver views could have been fur- 
nished. It may cause him to return to the 
views he entertained in 1890, when he voted 
for free coinage at the present ratio of 16 
to 1. 

Senator Walsh. in his race for the long 

term labored under a great ulsadvantage. 
He had been appointed to the senate after 
other candidates were in the race for the 
term commencing on the ‘th of Merch 
next. Then, he was tied icwn in Vashing- 
ton performing the duties of hig office, 
which he did splendidly, while other candi- 
dates were in the field and: the counties 
were instructing. It was no refiection upon 
Mr. Walsh that his vote was small. Many 
counties had instructed their representa- 
tives for other candidates before he even 
announced.

Major Bacon will make a senator of whom 
all Georgians will be proud.

The caucus vesterday afternoon was short 
and quick. It acted well and it acted 
quickly. There was no time lost in lengthy 


discussions. Mr. Branan had some resolu- 
tions, of the hidden hand order, which were 
suppressed. Then Speaker Fleming put 
Senator Walsh in nomination for the short 
term and it went through unanimously. 

Mr. Hodges wanted to make a speach in

Senator A. 0. Bacon. 

Hon. Augustus O. Bacon is a native of 
Bryan ecourpty and was born there on Oc- 
tober 20, 1839. He -was really of a Liberty 
county family, however, his mother at the 
time of his birth being on a visit to rela- 
tives in Bryan county. His’father was the 
Rev. Augustus O. Bacon, a. Baptist min- 
ister, and on his maternal side he is a 
grand nephew of the late Judge William 
Law, of Savannah, one of Georgia's most 
distinguished men. 

Both of his parents dying young, the lad 
was left to the care of his grandmother 
and spent his boyhood in Liberty. At the 
age of sixteen he entered the University 
of. Georgia, graduating in the collegiate 
course in 1859, and from the law school in 
1868. In October of that year he began 
the practice of his profession in Atignta, 
but in May, 1861, he went into the army | 
as adjutant bf the Ninth Georsia regiment. 
In 1864 he married Miss Virginia Lamar, of 
Macon, and after the restoration of peace 
resumed the practice of his profession at 
that place, where he has since lived. Asa 
lawyer Major Bacon took a high rank from 
the start and he has long held a command- 
ing place in his profession: 

He began his political career in 136, . 
when he was twenty-eight years old, being 
nominated by the state democratic conven- 
tion at Davis hall as presidential elector 
for the then fourth congressional - district, 
a high compliment under the circumstances, 
for his nomination to this position on the 
same day as what ie known as the great 
Bush Arbor mass meeting at Atlanta, was 
intended to invoke the highest oratorical 
ability.

In his speech Here tonight Speaker Crisp 
declared it to be his belief, based on mtich 
investigation, that the great mass of the 
American people favored the free and un- 
limited coinage of silver. 
He said the democratic party had always 
been for free silver. . Y 
He charged the repudlicans with legiélat- 
ing in the interest of the few when the 
Sherman act was placed on the statute 
books in 1890. 

The Opera House Packed. 
O’Brien’s opera house, wherg idge Crisp 
spoke, was packed and jamrmned with ladies 
and gentlemen, and the reception he re- 
ceived was a genuine ovation. The speaker 
kept the immense audience iaughing almost 
continuously at the expense of the populist 
party, whom he described as dreamers. He 
said he supposed the populists wanted te 
buy the railroads, telegraph and telephone 
lines merely because they had seen them 
and liked them. He said Senator Peffer had 
offered a bill in congress to loan any man 
who either owned 19 acres of land and a 
home or wanted to own a\home a stated 
amount of money. His characterization of 
the populists was intensely enjoyed by the 
audience. 

As to the Tariff. 
Of the tariff Speaker Crisp spoke at 
length. He said wages were not regulated 
by tariff, as claimed by the republicans, 
but by supply and demand. The democrats 
were charged by the populists with giving 
the farmers five-cents cotton. , 
“Why,” asked the speaker, “should the 
democrats want five-cents cotton when they 
raise it? The charge was ridiculous.” 
he said the democrats had repealed the 
Sherman purchasing bill, the federal elec- 
tion laws, the McKinley tariff bill, and had 
given the people gréat relief thereby. _ 
Speaker Crisp goes from here to New 
York, where he speaks Saturday night. -

In December, “1870, he was elected to the 
legislature of 1871 and ’72. In the fall of 
1872 he was re-elected and when the legis- 
lature mai in January of 1873 he was first 
elected spedaer of the house.. As a speaker 


he seemed from the outset to have been | 


born to the place. In the fall of 1874 he was 
elected to the house, but was beaten by 
two votes for the speakership. Ph the fall 
of 1876 he was again elected and this time 
Was unanimously elected speaker without 
opposition. Under the new constitution he 
Was re-elected tn December, 1877, for two 
years and on the organization of the house 
Was again unanimously elected speaker 
In 1880 he was again elected to the house 
from Bibb and without opposition was 
chosen speaker of that body. 

Major Bacon’s record in the: legislature 
Was a briNiant one. His splendid Knowl- 
edge of the law, linked with his magnificent 
executive ability and hmowledge of parlia- 
mentary law, made him the ideal of a 
speaker.He held that office, as has been 
stated, eight years and for two years was 
speaker pro tem. Only one other man 
has held the office of speaker as long as 
he did, and that was Hon. Charles J. Jen- 
kins. In 1883 he was a candidate for gov- 
ernor and in the famous convention of that 
year he had a large plurality. After a 
three days’ deadlock a committee wase@p- 
pointed to suggest a name to the conven- 
tion and after half a day’s session that 
committee reported in favor of Hon. Henry 
D. McDaniel, Major Bacon receiving with- 
in one vote of as many as Governor Mc- 
Daniel received. 

Two years afterwards he ran against 
- General Gordon and was defeated for nomi- 
nation in what proved to be the most ex- 
citing campaign in Georgia’s history. It 
Was remarkabie, especially for the small 
majorities by which a number of counties 
were carried, and while General Gordon 
carried a number more counties, there 
Was only about 1,500 difference in the popu- 
lar vote.between the two candidates. 

His race for the senate which culminated 
in his triumphant nomination yesterday 
Was perhaps the most remarkable ja its 
splendid handling and organizing’ that 
Georgia has known. With the bitterest of 
Opposition from certain sources he won 
magnificently. Since iast July he has been 
Speaking continuously, and only a man 
with such splendid physique and with such 
vigor could have stood up under the strain 
of constant traveling, constant speaking, 
mecessary loss of sleep and the strain upon 
One’s physical resources which went with 
them. The figures show him to be fifty- 
five years old, but he is much younger in 
physical strength and vigor of inteilect. 

Few men have lived to enjoy such a vic- 
tory as has been his and no Campaign in 
the recent history of Georgia—perhaps none 
that has ever been fought in the state— 
has been so thoroughly and systematicaily 
organized. This »arganization went into 
every county,-.every senatorial district and 
every congressional district. Organization 
helped him greatly, but he won through 
the fact that on the great questions now 
before.the people ae has stood squarely 
with the people. 

How Near They Came. 

The thorough and complete calculations 
of Major Bacon’s managers were weli dem- 
onstrated by the vote. Major Bacon’s 
friends announced yesterday morning that 
Smith, of Telfair, would-cast the vote Which 
would elect him—the eighty-fourth. Smith 
did not do it. He cast the eighty-third 
vote because of the fact that one Bacon 
man Was absent. But the fact that it was 
Missed by only one vote shows how correct 
were Bacon’s managers.

a WANT MORE VESSELS. 


Li Hang Chang Makes a Bid for Three 
British Ships. 

London, November 1—A Central News. 
dispatch from Tien-Tsin says that Generals 
Weh and Yeh, who were recently disgraced 
for cowardice at Ping-Yang, have arrived 
at Tien-Tsin, but are afraid to proceed to 
Peking because of the anger of the em- 
peror. * 

The Japanese have placed three bridges 
across the Yalu river and 15,000 Japanese 
soldiers are reported to be in China. 


A dispatch from Chee-Foo says that Ad-- 


miral Fremantle, commanding the British 
fleet, has returned from Tien-Tsin, where 
he paid a visit to Li Hung Chang. The 
viceroy gravely offered to buy the Centu- 
rion and three other war ships of the Brit- 
ish squadron. When the admiral explained 
that a sale of vessels would be impossible 
the viceroy persisted in his offer. The Chi- 
nese imagine that Admiral Fremantle is 
holding off for a higher price. The Chinese 
fleet left Wei-Hai-Wei October 24th, and a 
naval engagement ig expected at any time. 
There are only four foreigners among the 
officers and men who man the Chinese fleet. 
Pursuing Japanese Ships. 

Shanghai, November 1.—Two Japanese 
warships were sighted off Wei-Hai-Wei on 
Sunday last and the Chinese fleet went out 
in pursuit. Not finding the enemy the Chi- 
nese fleet returned and left Wei-Hai-Wel 
again on Wednesday last, its destination 
being unknown. The only foreigners with 
the feet are two engineers and two gun- 
ners. 

Smell bodies of Chinese have attacked 
Russian frontier stations and in one case 
seized a quantity of arms and ammunition. 
In another case the Chinese were repulsed 
with a logs of sixty men. 

Where Our Warships Are. 

Washington, November 1.—The United 
Stateg steamer Petrel sailed from Nagasaki! 
yesterday for Che Foo, leaving no Ameri- 
can warship in Japanese waters. The Bal- 
timore and Charleston, the two largest 
cruisers of the American squadron, are at 
Chemulpo; the Monocacy is at Tien-Tsin 
and the Concord at Shanghai. Che F'oo, the 
destination of the Petrel, is on the Shan- 
tung promontory, a short distance from the 
great Chinese arsenal at Wei-hai-Wei. 


“HAZERS” IN TROUBLE. ¢ 


They Swung One of the Students Up 
Under Sentence of a Moot Court. 
Mynattsville, Md., November 1.—Hdwin 
Gott, Jr., son of the secretary of state, is 
dangerously ill from the effects of hazing 
and a number of the students at the Mary- 
land State Agracultural college are very 

much worried over his condition. 

One evening last week the students or- 
ganized a moot court, tried and convicted 
Gott of a heinous crime, and proceeded to 
execute the sentence of hanging. A rope 
was placed around his chest, thrown over 
a transom and the victim was hauled up 
and left hanging some hours. Gott was 
very much frightened and offered no resist- 
ance. He appeared at breakfast on the fol- 
lowing mornine apparently uninjured, but 
later in the day became violently ill, He 
has had several spasms and becomes weak- 
er after each attack. It is supposed that 
the fright has shattered his nervous Ssys- 
tem, and the faculty have grave fears of his 
recovery. Half a dozen of the students are 
kept in close confinement, awaiting the 
result of Gott’s injuries. 


SLEW HER CHILD. 


The Mad Act of an Insane Mother in 
Tennessee. 

Jackson, Tenn., November 1.—(Special.)— 
News reached this city this afternoon of a 
most horrible murder at Bolivar, Tenn., a 
few miles south of Jackson. Mrs. George 
Sheets gave her seven-year-old daughter a 
picture book to amuse her, and while the 
child turned the pages the mother stepped 
out and came in with a footadze. The first 
blow the child’s brains were scattered over 
the floor and the crazy woman showered 
ten more upon the little innocent. After 
the murder she coolly lay down upon a cot 
and went to sleep. When asked about the 
crime she confessed it, and said that she 
expected to die soon and did not want to 
leave the child ajone in the world. The 
mother is under arrest. There is no doubt 
of her insanity. 


Collision on the B. and O. 

Pittsburg, Pa., November 1—The Bis- 
sell accommodation train leaving Pittsburg 
on the Baltimore and Ohio at 9:25 o’clock 
p. m., collided with the rear of the Bal- 
timore express train No. 10, standing on 
the main track near Rankin station, twelve 
miles out, at 9:55 o’clock tonight. Engineer 
P. C. Brainard, aged fifty years, of the 
accommodation, was instantly killed and 
his fireman, Frank Cunningham, aged thir- 
ty-six, was, perhaps, fatally injured. 
None of the passengers on either train 
wére injured. The flagman on the express 
train failed to go back in time to stop the 
accommodation train. The Baltimore ex- 
press was but slightly injured and proceed- 
ed after a delay of one hour. The engine 
and baggage car of the accommodation 
were badly wrecked. 


Passenger Rate War. 

Memphis, . Tenn., November 1.—The pas- 
senger rate war between the railroads has 
led to a cut-throat fight between the ticket 
scalpers. Two firms withdrew from the 
Ticket Brokers’ Association today and 
started slashing rates on their own hook. 
The result is a complete demoralization of 
rates to all points. Tonight tickets fo St. 
Louis are quoted at $ and Chicago $9 and 
the indications are that they will go lower, 
A meeting of the passenger agentamahas 
been called for next week to make an 
effort to end the war. 


A Crazy Mother Kills Her Child. 

Bolivar, Tenn., November 1.—Mrs. Carrie 
Sheets, wife of George Sheets, killed her 
seven-year-old child this morning with a 
cooper’s adze. <A jury found her guilty of 
the crime, but later she was sent to an 
asylum on a physician’s certificate. When 
her husband returned home he found the 
child’s body in a pool of blood, while the 
mother rocked herself complacently in a 
chair. She said she was seized with a 
sudden aversion for the child, dragged it 
out of bed and chopped it to pieces with 
the adze. 


Arrest of White Caps. 

Knoxville, Téenn., November 1.—The sher- 
iff of Searl county has arrested fourteen 
members of the white cap band who took 
part in the battle in which three men were 
killed last Week. Their names are: D. H. 
Bates, Horace Davis, William, Jesse and 
Isaac Brown, O. L. Montgomery, Lon Car- 
ver, John Martin, Arthur and John Seaton, 
William Trammell, Henry McQuan and 
William Ware. The Browns confessed and 
gave the names of the others who have now 
sworn to kill their betrayers, but are kept 
in separate cells.

An Obituary from London. 

London, November 1.—A notable obituary 
sketch of the czar will appear in The 
Times of tomorrow. The author of the 
sketch of the dead emperor was on inti- 
mate terms of friendship with the czar 


slightest sympathy with high culture, add- 
ing: “Indeed, the czar rather gloried in 
the idea of being of the same rough tex- 
ture as the great majority of his subjects 
and if he kmew that he was sometimes dis- 
respectfully called ‘the peasant czar’ he 
regarded this epithet as a compliment. His 
straightforward, abrupt manner, savoring 
sometimes of gruffness, and his direct, 
unadorned method of expression harmon- 
ized with his rough-hewn, immobile fea- 
tures and somewhat sluggish movements. 
The impression that he made in conver- 
sation was that of a good, modest and 
moderately intelligent, strong-willed man, 
who might perhaps listen to objections, 
but who certainly would stand fo nonsense 
from his subordinates or any one else. 

“Only those who have had the privilege 
of observing him in the unrestrained inti- 
macy of his family, especially when romp- 
ing with his children or amusing himself 
with his ‘four-footed pets, could fully real- 
ize what a simple, kindly nature was con- 
cealed behind a by no means sympathetic 
exterior.”’ 

The writer then alludes to the czar’s 
strong anti-German feeling from the time 
he was czarowitz and says: “But he al- 
ways had pacific intentions. He feared 
that Russia might be made the victim of 
coup detat of the young kaiser, and there- 
fore thought it advisable to make  per- 
sistent advance to France. But his atti- 
tude was strongly exaggerated if not en- 
tirely misunderstood by France. The czar 
was too autocratic to enjoy hearing the 
‘Marseillaise’ in “his own capital and to 
prudent to ally himself closely with an 
impetuous nation under a weak govern- 
ment, while quite ready to make yse of 
the entente for diplomatic purposes, he 
had no intention of letting himself be 
dragged into war.” 

The Czar a Hard Worker. - 

So absolute a monarch as the czar of 
Russia must, in the nature of things, be a 
person in whose life and habits and doings 
the world at large would take much interest. 
His constant danger from the fury of his 
down-trodden subjects has added immensely 
to that interest. There has not been a day, 
probably, since Alexander's accession, that 
plans were not in progress for his taking 
off. There certainly has been no day since 
that on which the father was killed when 
the world at large would have been sur- 
prised by the news that a like gory fate 
had befallen the son. 

Of Alexander’s surpassing physical 
strength the world has’ often been told. 
His ability to bend and twist a silver coin 
between his thumb and fingers, his prowess 
as a wrestler, his endurance at and delight 
in severe physical tasks, all these have 
been exploited. But few are aware that 
Alexander, ever since he has been the czar, 
was a tireless and unremitting worker at 
the desk. Yet this is true, and in his de- 
termination, formed very shortly after the 
death of his father, to master the details 
of his imperial ‘‘job’’ is supposed to have 
been the leading cause that has made his 
life as one has said “rather that of a pope 
than of a secular monarch.” 

It was the custom of Alexander when 
residing at Catchino to rise at 7 o’clock in 
the morning. After his bath and toilet the 
first hour or two were spent in a morning 
stroll. A modest breakfast followed, after 
which he engaged in severe manual labor 
of some sort-—building walls, chopping logs, 
digging ditches or other occupations. more 
fit for a peasant than a czar. He always 
held that this only would fit him for the 
mental work that must come after in the 
day, which, to:-him, has always ,been much 
more difficult than the physical exertions 
just spoken of. 

Of course his most important duties was 
‘the reading of great numbers of reports, 
ukases and other documents, which, in 
order to be effective must receive the im- 
perial autograph. Unlike some monarchs 
of lesser power, Alexander always aimed 
to peruse every one of those papers from 
beginning to end, in the hope that in this 
way he would be able. to arrive at the real 
truth concerning everything pertaining to 
his government. Often when dissatisfied he 
declined to affix his signature, and whether 
signing or not, it was his custom to make 
notes indicative or tis views upon the mat- 
ters treated by the documents, upon their 
margins, always left wide to give his hand 
full swing. 

The Lies He Has Heard. 

It is stated by some who claim to know 
‘much of the late czar that the notion put 
forth that he was kept in ignorance of the 
real situation in Russia is not a correct 
one, but the burden of proof is the other 
way. His advisers came to understand 
him soon after his accession as a man of 
no great mental caliber, as one who meant 
well, but who was prone to devote his 
time to’petty pottering over minor details— 
one who might make a mountain out of 
a molehill, but never see the real moun- 
tain at all; who might discover some slight 
discrepancy or wrong that a more able 
man might miss altogether, but one who 
would allow ti:e grossest discrepancies to 
pass unnoticed. Accordingly afl through 
his life he was led to believe that nine- 
tenths of all the criticisms that have 
been directed against him and his govern- 
ment have teen infamous lies; that the 
number of ‘Giss. *'sfied people in Russia has 
béen so finall as to be hardly worth no- 
ticing, «ud thatsthe great mass have been 
happy, contented, prosperous, and loyal. 
As to the loyalty of the average Russian 
there is no question; the czar has been 
from time immemorable second only to 
the deity in the peasants’ minds, and Alex- 
ander III has been regarded with as much 
reverence as was his father or any of his 
predecessors. 

The czarina only, it is stated, of al) 
those who had free access to the imperial 
ear, was inclined to tell him the truth, to 
make clear to him the feelings of amaze- 


entertained toward Russia and its govern- 
ment by the more enlightened nations of 
+he west. She, it is said, was fully aware 
of the true state of affairs and of the re- 
gard in which Russia has been held by the 
world at large. It is believed that her 
statements to the czar and her expressed 
desire fc: 
sulted for good, long ago, had it not been 
for the singular and supreme influence 
exercised over Alexander by his old tutor, 
M. Pobiedonostseff. This man has always 
been a conservative of the conservatives. 
In his person has been manifest the very 
quintessence of *the medieval spirit, and 
the present situation in Russia is undeni- 
ably of his creation.  Pobiedonostseff was 
originany a lawyer by profession, but 
when still a young man the decided to en- 
ter the service of the national church, and 
he is now one of its most distinguished

An Early Love Affair. 

Alexander would not have been a Ro- 
manoff if his life had not been marked by 
many and varied love affairs. There was 
one, however, of which he was a victim 
early in life, and before his marriage, 
which if it had not: been interrupted at the 
command of his father might have changed 
the history of Europe. 

It was about six months before the death 
of his elder brother and a year and a half 
before: he married the Princess Dagmar, 
that he fell violently in love with the Prin- 
cess Metcherski, then a maid of honor to 
his mother, the late czarina. This young 
woman was, of course, of surpassing beau- 
ty. She was bright and of unusually deli- 
cate sensibilities: Had she not possessed 
all these characteristics, at least in the 
minds of the chroniclers, no son of the im- 
perial Russian house could have been en- 
amored of: her. Alexander asked her hand 
and she promised to marry him. Then 
word of .the engagement was taken to the 
old ezar. He said ‘‘No,’’ and most emphat- 
ically, and Alexander was sent abroad that 
he might get over his attachment. While 
he wag gone the princess was forced to 
marry Prince Paul Demidoff. He was a 
man whose social eccentricities were so 
marked as to make him a noted character, 
even in the Russian capital, and the prin- 
cess protested with many tears against the 
match, consenting only when alleged proofs 
that her imperial lover had given her up 
were presented to her. Later she found 
that these proofs were fictitious, and the 
mutual affection between Alexander and 
herself persisted for some years after ‘his 
marriage to Dagmar, who had been the af- 
fianced bride of his elder brother. It is 
stated that the latter’s knowledge of this 
tender feeling between her husband and his 
old sweetheart was the cause of much jeal- 
ousy and many tears on the part of the 
ezarina, With the coming of the children, 
however, a feeling of sincere affection for 
his wife is said to have implanted itself in 
the breast of the czar, and- during their 
later years the domestic life of the imperial 
couple is said to have been almost ideal. 

Short Stories of the Czar. 

Stories of the first money earned by a 
man who has carved a fortune for himself 
in the face of adverse circumstances are 
always in demand, Here is the story of the 
first money earned by Alexander. It was, 
perhaps, some seven or eight years ugo 
that he decided to contribute his share in 
making ready the apartments of the Anit- 
shoff palace for winter residence. Before 
that year the pictures were hung, each 
season, by a professional, who charged 7 ru- 
bles a picture. This task the czar appro- 
priated to himself en this occasion, and 
hung. them all to his intense satisfaction. 

‘This is the first money I have eurned in 
my life,’’ he said, proudly, when the work 
was done. 

When the czar Was a child he was cored 
for almost constantly by an English nurse, 
who taught him’ the Anglo-Saxon tongue, 
and for whom he felt the jeepest affection. 
She was always retained as wu member of 
the .imperial household and apartments 
were fitted up especially for her use in the 
winter palace. When she was stricken with 
her last illness, a few years azo, the czar 
and his brother called upon ier often, and 
after her death they lifted her into her 
coffin with their own hartds. Her funeral 
was held at a little English chapel on the 
Neva, and the czar himself followed the 
hearse on foot to the church and sat in one 
of its pews during the services. 

Unquestionably Alexander’s most fleas- 
ant hours were enjoyed during the annual 
vacation season passed nearly every sum- 
mer in Denmark with his wife and children 
about him, as guests of his father-in-law, 
the king of that little country. One of his 
favorite amusements during these few 
weeks of respite from the cares of state 
anu danger from nihilist’s bomb has been 
horseback riding, and there he has always 
kept a large stud of handsome saddle 
horses. There, too, he has completely un- 
bent, each year, making himself especially 
agreeable to the children of his own family 
and those of the other guests.

The streets are unustally 
full and everybody seems to be depressed. 
Near the churches many groups of weeping 
women have been gathering since nightfall. 
The crowds are quiet and mournful.

Big Possibilities in the Development 
ef Nicola Tesia’s New idea. 
From The Chicago Tribune. 

The industricus inventor, Nicola Tesla, is 
reported to have evolved from his fertile 
brain a new machine, to be called an “‘oscil- 
‘ator,’’ which is expected to reduce by one- 


hair the cost of electric force. It is describ- 


: ed a»: using the highest steam pressures and 


ng their energy directly into elec- 
tricity] in the steam engine, which is of 
sirnple und cheap construction, ‘‘the piston 
actionm directly excites the magnets, which 
in turn contro! the very rapid vibration of 
the piston, and electric. current is produced 
in quantity varying with the power of the 
machine, without any of the losses by fric- 
tion and radiation incidental to the existing 
methods of combining the steam engine and 
the electric dynamo.’ The current thus 
obtained is available for conversion into 
heat, light or motion, like that obtained 
from the ordinary dynamo, which would 
appear to be entirely dispensed with in the 
new machine. 

If there be no mistake about this anc ‘ier 
peaceful revolution is in order for the nea~ 
future. A general substitution of electrici- 
ty for gas may be looked for. While the 
ratio of use tow is ten of gax to one of 
electricity, the former may be dispensed 
with if the cost of the latter be reduced 
50 per cent ‘and even coal will be driven 
out from the household, indeed from all 
but the larger factories. The electric force 
will be accumulated in: ast quanties at cen- 
tral points, and from them supplied by wire 
to residences for cooking, heating the bufid- 
ing, also lighting it and the street, and 
supplying power to innumerable small ma- 
chines for minor manufacturing processes 
which then can be conducted at home.

When the governor commenced to speak, 
Mr. Depew walked over to the edge of the 
crowd, near enough to hear what the 
governor was saying. Colonel WiHiams, 
the governor's secretary, went out to where 
they were and invited them into the gov- 
ernor’s car. They accepted and toqk seats 
in the observation room, about five feet 
from where the governor, with his back 
to them, was laying down democratic doc- 
trines to the best of his ability, totally uma- 
ware of the proximity of his republican 
friends. i 

“Does he know that I’m here?” asked 
Mr. Depew. He was told that the gov- 
ernor did not know of his presence, and he 
chuckled and listened while the governor 
stated that he had been surprised and 


that Depew loaned him the private car 
“Corsair,” in which he (the governor) was 
traveling. He was surprised and pleased 
because he had been under the impression 


that he had arranged to pay $40 a day for 
the use of the car and stock it himself, 
and $100 a day for an engine to drive it. 

A moment later he happened to turn round 
and he saw Mr. Depew. They started for 
each other, met in the doorway of the 
car and shook hands heartily, both laugh- 
ing.

The Governor's Proclamation. 

* Hornellisville, N. Y., November 1.—The 
governor today issued a proclamation re- 
garding the enforcement of the election 
laws. He sent a copy of it to Albany 
with directions to have it printed in poster 
form and to have copies of it sent to the 
sheriff of every county, who must post one 
in each polling place. The proclamation 
says: 

“On Tuesday next, November 6th, Gre 
people of this state will exercise the privi- 
lege of .citizenship and determine by their 
votes what men and political principles 
shall, during the time fixed by the con- 
stitution, control the administration of the 
state government and represent New York 
in the federal congress. 

‘It is essentfal to our liberties and _ to 
the fair name of our state that this ex- 
pression of popular judgment should be 
absolutely untrammeled and honest. When 
the constitutional office is secured by cor- 
ruption or intimidation and government 
policy is determined by the bribery. of 
voters elections become a farce and repre- 
sentative governments a sham, 

“An honest ballot and a fair count are 
of more importance to the people of this 
state than any. political issues raised in 
this campaign by any party. I call upon 
the people of this state to see that the 
election next Tuesday shall be an honest 
one. Recent executive enactments have 
imposed almost every possible safeguard 
around the sanctity of the ballot.” 

The various enactments spoken of are 
then given, and the proclamation con- 
cludes: 

‘“‘The honor of our state and our love for 
American institutions demand that every 
citizen should obey all of these laws and 
look to their rigid enforcement. | 

“As the people’s chief magistrate, charge 
by the constitution to take care that the 
laws are faithfully executed, I call upon 
ail election officers, all district attorneys, 
all sheriffs and all peace officers to see that 
the laws are strictly enforced to the end; 
that good order may prevail at the polls 
and the right of honest franchise be sa- 
credly guarded, and I give warning to all 
sheriffs and district’attorneys that al! fail- 
ures on their part to discharge their full 
duties respectively in the enforcement of 
ihe laws and in the prosecution of of- 
fenses against the laws shall be considered

A few days ago The Constitution received 
a letter from Mrs. Nancy Garroway Staf- 
ford, of Agnes, Miss., in which she said 
she saw an advertisement in The Consti- 
tution, asking for the heirs of the late 
Joshua Stafford, of Tattnall county. She 
wrote, stating that she was the first and 
living wife of Joshua and that she had not 
seen or heard of him since the war. 

It seems that The Constitution has not 
only carried her the news of the death of 
her long lost husband, but has also con- 
veyed the welcome information that he left 
a large estate, which will go to her upon 
the fact of her claims that she was his 
lawful wife being established. 

Joshua Stafford was a very wealthy man,

ATTEMPT TO BRIBE GOFF 


By Giving Him a Large Fee—Yesfer- 
day’s Investigation. 

New York, November 1.—The Evening 
Post says that it has indubitable evidence 
that during the course of the present in- 
vestigation Mr. Goff was waited on by a 
person, who offered him $10,000 as a fee for 
examining the title to real estate which 
was worth less than $5,000 on condition 
that he (Goff) would not call as a witness a 
certain captain of police, mentioning the 
name of said captain. Mr. Goff declined 
the offer and called the name of that 
captain the next day. 

The grand jury this afternoon returned 
indictments against ex-Police Captain Do- 
herty and ex-Wardman Meehan, who were 
recently dismissed from the force for al- 
leged bribe-taking. The men were indicted 
three weeks ago. The new i:::iictments 
charge taem with accepting bribes from 
Mrs. Thorow, in addition to those specified 
in the previous indictments. 

Commissioner John CC. Sheehan, his 
brother, the lieutenant governor, and Law- 
yer Louig Grant were early in their at- 
tendance on today’s session of the Lexow 
committee. Senator O’Connor presided in 
the absence of Chairman Lexow, who had 
not yet returned from campaign speech- 
making. 

Mr. Goff first offered Commissioner Shee- 
han’s private appointment book in evi- 
dence. 

Those who came with the expectation of 
seeing a repitition of yesterday’s scenes 
with Commissioner Sheehan on the stand 
wére disappointed, for Mr. Goff, at the out- 
set announced that he would excuse the 
commissioner fof a few days. Mr. Goff 
gave as his reason that he had not yet got 
his evidence in good shape. Lieutenant 
Governor Sheehan asked if his. brother 
would be called again this week and, re- 
ceiving the reply that he would not, the 
brothers. withdrew. 

Tammany Leader John B. Boyle, who 
was placed on the stand for awhile yester- 
day, was the first witness cailed. Mr. 
Goff wished to bring out that on his recom- 
mendation many men had been appointed 
on the police force. Mr. Goff asked him 
if he had found who issued the circular 
to whigh ‘his (Boyle’s) name had been at- 
tached, asking for the names of people 
under police protection. He had not been 
able. to do so. ' 

“How many men have you recommended 
for appointment on the police force?’’ 

“Two, I believe.’” 

“Only two?’ 

‘Well, the limit is five.” 

Mr. Goff then read off a list of nineteen 
men whom the witness had recommended. 
After reading each name Mr. Goff would 
remark, ‘Is that the limit?’ 

Mr. Goff said that John C. Sheehan had 
recommended twenty-one himself. That 
is to say John C. Sheehan, as district 
leader, has recommended twenty-one men 
to himself as police commissioner. 

Mr. Goff went over the list of endorsers 
of the applicants contained in Mr. Shee- 
han’s private appointment book. He found 
that almost every appointment had been 
recommended by a Tammany politician. 

Senator Lexow, who thad arrived and 
taken the chair, said: ‘‘Because a party 
man recommended a man’s application that 
was equivalent to his appointment?” 

Mr. Goff’s object was to show how po- 
litical influence entered into the police de- 
partment. 

Morris J. Tekulksy, ex-president of the 
Liquor Dealers’ Association, was called and 
asked how many grand jurors he had ap- 
pointed in this county. He replied that a 
committee of the Wholesale Liquor Dealers’ 
Association had sent in two names. He 
did not know whether the men were se- 
selected or not. The liquor dealers wanied 
to get mien who would be unprejudiced. He | 
Swore he never sent in the names of men 
who were engaged in the liquor business. 
Here Mr. Goff read a letter signed by 
Tekulksy to J. D. Smith, asking him to 
send four or five names as he had done 
so well with the two sent him. He would 
not swear that he had not sent the names 
to. the district attorney’s Office, but he 
could not remember. Afterwards Tekulksy 
said he made a mistake and that he had 
sent the names for the grand jurymen to 
the sheriff instead of the district attorney 
He said the object of sending the names 
was to do away with oppression to which 
the liquor dealers were subjected by hav- 
ing unprejudiced men on the grand jury. 

Mrs. Hermann, the witness so much 
wanted by the committee, but who wag in 
jail in Jersey City, was released today, and 
was produced in the committee room, but 
she was excused for the day. ~ 

The matter of the license for the Hotel 
Tortoni, on Lexington avenue, was probed 
by Mr. Goff. The place belongs to a no- 
torious woman called Madame Charlies. 
Her license was canceled but another was 
issued in the name of one Lewis White, 
and the ownership of the property was un- 
changed. A witness named Tomlinson tes- 
tified that at the instance of his wife he 
bribed Excise Commissioner Andrews with 
$50 to issue the new license. Tomlinson ad- 
mitted that he held a grudge against An- 
drews. The latter is now street cleaning 
commissioner. He was sitting a few feet 
frcm Tomlinson. When Tomlinson conciud- 
ed Andrews wished to he heard but was told 
that he would be given an opportunity lat- 
er to explain. ae

Paris, November 1—A _ special cabinet 
council was held today to consider the case 
of Captain Albert Dreyfus, who is now un- 
der arrest and confined in the military 
prison on a charge of high treason in hav- 
ing sold information in regard to the plans 
of the frontier fortifications to agents of 
the Italian government, and having also 
divulged the plans for mobilizing the French 
army in the event of war. It is the general 
opinion that Captain Dreyfus will be shot 
after the formality of a courtmartial has 
been gone through with. It is also charged 
that he has sold to German agents infor- 
maticn similar to that supplied to the Ital- 
ian government, and further that he has 
given, to Austria and Germany the nuaines 
of all the French officers who have lately 
been sent abroad on secret missions. 


WRECK. OF THE WAIRARAPA. 


The Number of the Drowned Not So 
Great as First Reported. 
Auckland, New Zealand, November 1.— 
Further particulars in regard to the wreck 
of the Union line steamship Wairarapa, 
Captain Mcintosh, bound from Sydney, 
N. “. W., for this port, which was wrecked 
on Sunday night off Great Barrier island, 
on the northeast coast of New Zealand, 
show that the loss of life not so great 
as at first reported. The first reports had 
it that 112 of the Wairarapa’s passengers 
were drowned, but it now seems that 
eighty-one passengers and forty of iue 
crew were saved by the lines thrown ashore 
and by’ the boats of the steamer. 
other hand, Captain McIntosh, fifty-eight 
passengers and twenty of the steamship’s 
crew were drowned. At least these are 
the figures which are given out by Lloyd’s 

agent here. ;

“Intrinsic” Value. 


The Boston Herald is evidently deter- 
mined to convince somebody in regard 
to the “intrinsic value” theory. It turns 
upon an unbelieving contemporary with 
this proposifion: 

If. The Republican wishes to get an ob- 
ject lesson on the difference between golds 
‘ coin and silver dollars in intrinsic value 
it can do so by a very simple experiment. 
Let it take $50 in newly minted gold coin 
and a like amount in equally new silver dol- 
lars. Then, with a hammer let it reduce 
each form of money to a metallic mass. 
It will find that in the case of the gold 
coin the value reains precisely the same 
@s before; the metal will bring $50 any- 
where in this country, or the exact equiva- 
dent of that sum in any other country 
throughout the civilized world. But, on the 
silver dollars, a very different effect will 
be produced. The value given by the 
breath of congress will be quite knocked 
out of the metal, and our contemporary | 
will obtain, at the cost of some $25, an im- 

ressive object lesson in regard to the dis- 

onesty of the silver coin. . 

We can imagive our Boston contempo- 
rary wiping the perspiration from its 
- . 
heated brow after this tremendous ef- 
fort. As a matter of fact, if the ham- 
moering of the $50 in gold took place at a 
distance from any United States mint, 
a@ part of the “intrinsic” value of the 
gold would disappear in getting it there, 
and if the mints were closed to the met- 
al a great deal of its “intrinsic” value 
would vanish in the effort to get to some 
European mint. If the European mints 
Were closed to its coinage, its “intrinsic” 
value would be what some jeweler or 
worker-in gold would be willing to give 

for it. ee 

Gold has just as much “intrinsic” val- 
ue as silver—just that much ahd no 
wee. If the value of silver had beea 

, 

intrinsic’ —that is to say, in and of 
the metal; inseparable from  it—it 
would still be worth a premium of 3 
per cent over gold, as it was in 1878. 
But the mints have been closed to its 
coinage into full legal tender dollars, 
and its so-called “intrinsic” value is now 
measured only by the demand for it 
in the far east—the nations that are not 
powerful enough to have any influence 
- on the trade and commerce of the civil- 
ized world. ,

much after it is hammered as ft was 
before because the miner can take it 
to the mint and receive in

that delivered in the capitol two ‘nights 
ago, Hon. Henry G. Turner took occa- 
sion to say so many thipgs about The 
Constitution as to make it one of the 
leading issues in his canvass for the 
senate. ’ His unjust and spiteful criticism 
we attribute entirely to a disordered liver- 
and we shall dismiss the matter with 
very little attention. It is not necessary 
at this time to show how clearly alike 
are his views on the financial question 
and those of John Sherman and other 
republican leaders. In effect, the posi- 
dion taken by Mr. Turner is that the less 
silver money we have in circulation, 
the greater the public prosperity. There 
are very few republicans who would en- 
dorse this propositivn, and many less 
democrats. Itis no longer a ques- 
tion of doubt or argument that the de- 
monetization of silver has had the ef- 
fect of lessening the price of cotton and 
other staple products, and the maiter of 
production has had but little to do with 
it. There are just as many acres of 
land today in the state of Georgia as 
tuere has ever been, but every sensible 
man in Georgia is aware of 
the tremendous depreciation in 
the value of that land, as 
one of the results of the assault on sil- 
ver as a standard money metal. Even 
John Sherman admits that the currency 
contraction, caused by adverse sil- 
ver legislation, affects valuations and 
reduces prices, but his answer is that 
the people are not the losers, in that 
they derive the compensatory effect of 
cheaper goods. 

The democrats of the general assem- 
bly have answered Mr. Turner’s assault 
on The Constitution to our entire satis- 
faction.

Five-Cent Cotton Hurts Everybody. 

The eastern newspapers have stopped 
their flippant talk about the benefits to 
be reape@ by the world at large from 
five-cent cotton. 

The New York World now declares 
that the continuance of the low price 
of the staple will cause suffering in 
New York city as well as in the south. 
It says that when the price of the crop 
on which we rely so largely to settle 
our debts with Europe gets below the 
cost of production we must either do 
something to stop it or suffer for not 
doing it. | 

This is sensible talk. When cotton 

gets down to 5 cents the southern farm- 
ers have very little money to spend, and 
the merchants they deal with’sell fewer 
goods, and consequently they are 
obliged to carry small stocks. This 
means a decided shrinkage in our trade 
with the eastern and western markets, 
and the manufacturers and merchants 
‘in those localities lose a large share of 
their most profitable patronage. 
The World hints that something 
should be done to prevent cotton from 
declining below the cost.of production. 
What is the most feasible remedy? It 
should come in two shapes—more mon- 
ey and the manufacture of every pound 
of our cotton right here at home. 

When we adopt this financial and in- 
dustrial policy tlfe price of cotton will 
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The greatest ruler in Europe has heen 
summoned to another world by a still 
greater ruler—the all-wise and all-power- 
ful King of Kings. : 

It is not the proper time to pass judg- 
ment upon the third Alexander. His 
deeds and motives will have to be sift- 
ed and weighed, and it may be a gen- 
eration before the full effect of some of 
his measures will be felt.

Aside from these crimes against the 
helpless and innocent, Alexander has 
made one of the best rulers that Russia 
has ever had. He has maintained the 


} peace of Europe, and if he has held the 


people down: he has frequently mani- 
fested his love for them. In the great 
cholera epidemic he visited the hospitals, 
exposed himself to the plague, and en- 
couraged the sick and the dying. Dur- 
ing the famine he gave the sufferers 
$1,500,000 out of his private purse. 

If he had great faults he had some 
great virtues. It may be said in his be- 
half that if he was a despot, he inherit 
ed his policy from a long line of tyrants. 
If he distrusted the people it must be 
recollected that he was in constant dan- 
ger of assassination, and the attempts 
upon his life naturally made him bitter 
and revengeful. 

Whether his death will change the Eu- 
ropean status and bring on a general 
war in the near future is doubtful. His 
successor may find that peace promises 
him more than war. But, be this as 
it may, it is not likely that the new em- 
peror wl be in a hurry to inaugurate a 
warlike policy.

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Currency Reform. 

The New York Journal of Commerce, 
in discussing the attitude of the banks 
toward currency’ reform, gives utter- 
ance to views that may possibly be 
taken to represent the desires and 
purposes of those who represent bank- 
ing opinion in New York city 

The article in which our contemporary 
sets forth its views is much too long 
to be reprinted here, but the main feat- 
ure of it is in the nature of a proposi- 
tion to retire the $500,000,000 of legal 
tender treasury — notes. The Journal 
of Commerce goes into the financial his- 
tory of the past few years for the pur- 
pose of illuminating the subject, and 
some of its statements make very in- 
teresting reading. It says that when the 
continued issue of treasury notes for 
the purchase of silver had caused ex- 
treme uneasiness in banking circles— 
though it is difficult to perceive what 
special interest the banks had in the 
matter, as banks—“Secretary Carlisle 
began to talk seriously, with the sup- 
posed sanction of the president, about 
paying the Sherman notes in silver.” 
It was then, according to our contempo- 
rary, that “the banking interest was 
confronted with an impending possibili- 
ty that our whole paper currency might 
be debased at any moment to the sil- 
ver basis. It was the alarm thus pre- 


cumulate gold in every possible way, 
even at the expense of draining the “gold 
gut of the treasury.” 

Now, here is a belated confession that 
confirms in every particular what The 
Constitution said at the time, that New 
York banks precipitated the panic by 
making a raid on the’ treasury gold. 
The Journal of Commerce does not say 
whether the action of the banks was 
reasonable, nor does it explain how 
draining the gold reserve would prevent 
the country from going to a silver ba- 
sis. The gold reserve being already in- 
adequate, the banks hastened to make 
it more inadequate still. Our contem- 
porary does not say whether this was 
“sound financiering,’ or whether it was 
a patriotic way of. trying to break down 
the credit of the governm#nt. Nor does 
it state that the morning after Mr. Car- 
lisle had suggested that the Sherman 
notes might be redeemed in silver, Mr. 
Cleveland declared that they would be 
redeemed in gold. Neither does The 
Journal of Commerce state that the 
banks made no raid on the gold reserve 
of the treasury until after Mr. Cleve- 
land had made his declaration—until af. 
ter they knew that all the credit and 
resources of the government would be 
devoted to paying all the legal tender 
notes in gold. 

These facts that have been omitted 
from the article of The Journal of Com- 
merce are absolutely necessary to any 
clear understanding of the subject un- 
der discussion. For the whole point of 
our contemporary’s proposition to re- 
tire the legal tender treasury notes is 
based on the fact that the New York 
banks made a raid on the treasury gold 
reserve only after they knew that fhe 
treasury notes would be redeemed in 
gold. The fact that this raid was maWe 
and that it created a panic is the main 
reason offered by The Journal of Com- 
merce why the legal tender treasury 
note should be abolished. There is 
something awful and sublime in the se- 
renity with which. our contemporary re- 
marks that “the banks Rave needed no 
further lesson to satisfy them of the 
danger attending government legal ten- 
der paper money’—the lesson being 
that the banks themselves precipitated 
the panic by draining the treasury af- 
ter Mr. Cleveland had assured théem 
that the legal tender paper money would 
be redeemed in gold. They still have 
that assurance, but they now seem to 
be afraid that if the legal tender paper 
money is not retired they will be com- 
pelled to make another raid on the treas- 
ury gold reserve. Consequently there 
is a pressing need for currency reform. 

Now let us see what The Journal of 
Commerce calls currency reform. The 
first step is the funding and cancellation 
of the legal tender treasury notes. This 
is what our contemporary calls “the il- 
legitimate paper currency.” It must be 
retired in order to make room for legiti- 
mate paper currency. “The sentiment 
is now virtually unanimous among them

So far we have the first step in the 
must be another step, The Journal of 
Commerca admits. “The withdrawal 
of $500,000,000 of circulation, however, 
calis for its replacement by @ correspond- 
ing amount of some other form of cur- 
rency.” What form of currency is to 
be substituted? Our contemporary gives 
us a clue. “Equally unanimous is the 
sentiment (among the bankers, of 
course,) that the currency possessing 
the highest claim to be substituted 
for the legal tenders is banknotes.” 

The details of the scheme which it 
has in view, The-Journal of Commerce 
reserves for further discussion, and we 
trust it will take occasion to clear up 
one or two points that seem to us.to be 
vague and unsatisfactory. If the legal 
tender treasury notes, backed by all the 


| resources of the government, constitute 


an unsafe, unsound and illegitimate cur- 
rency, what is to be said of a paper cur- 
rency backed only by the resources of 
the banks? Until this is made clear. 
the discussion of the subject will remain 
in a beclouded condition. If a currency 
note with all the credit of the govern- 
ment behind it, is unsafe and illegiti- 
mate, what is to give soundness and le- 
gitimacy to a currency note backed only 
Sy the credit of a bank? 

That there is need of currency reform 
is beyond all question. Nothing can 
be more certain that the elimination of 
silver as a debt-paying factor in our 
currency is bringing the country very 
rapidly to the verge of a crisis. Bond 
issues only serve to postpone the inevit- 
able, and in the end the bonds will not 
be worth what the banks give for them. 
There is a limit to the operations of the 
single gold standard in this country, and 
that limit will be reached long before 
the banks can convince the people’s 
representatives in congress that the le- 


gal tender treasury notes ought to be 


retired. 


A Puzzled Emperor. 


The emperor of China is in a state 
of great mental worry over the frequent 
reverses sustained by his armies. 

He has summoned his highest officials 
to a council, and ke proposes to ask 
them why a small nation like the Japan- 
ese cannot be exterminated. 

It is evident that the Chinese ruler has 
a very inquiring mind, and in this in- 
stance his investigation is taking the 
right direction. If there is a broad- 
minded statesman among his advisers. 
the question asked by the emperor will 
bring out some very interesting facts. 

Why cannot 400,000,000 Chinese ex- 
terminate 40,000,000 Japanese? 

Here is the answer: Because the 
Chinese are not so well disciplined and 
so well equipped as their foes; because 
they are led by corrupt officers who have 
sold their guns and most of thier ammu- 
nition; because their soldiers have been 
so brutally treated that they serve only 
for pay and not from -patriotic motives; 
because the Chinese have more faith in 
their war god and their green dragon 
than they have in powder and lead; be- 
cause the Japanese have adopted the 
civilization and the methods of the most 
progressive nations. The Japanese civil- 
jzation trains up men with brains and 
courage, while the Chinese system re- 
duces men to the level of children. 

These are the reasons why the Chi- 
nese, although ten times more num- 
erous tben the Japanese, are unable to 
cope with them. 

But it is not likely that any general, 
governor or mandarin will tell his em- 
peror these unpleasant facts. Such 
frankness would probably cause the per- 
son so offending to lose his head.

Editor Constitution: I am a Cherokee 
Indian, born and raised in Sequiozah dis- 
trict, Cherokee nation, Indian Territory, 
and am one of those savages of whom 
pale brothers talk so much through the 
papers, and I want to try and give you a 
few items from this part of the territory. 
The Cherokee people are principally farmers. 
They have large farms and are coming up 
with their white brethren in the way of 
farming and in other kinds of business. 
We have every kind of machinery that 
the white man has, and there are now three 
railroads running through the territory. In 
the western part of the territory there is 
some of the finest farming lan@s in the 
United States, and cattle are also raised 
in great numbers here. The Cherokees are 
the richest tribe of Indians in the United 
States, the sale of the Cherokee strip bring- 


paid to each member of the tribe $265.70, 
We Cherokee Indians, Mr. Editor, are not 
as savage as we are made out to be, al-

A Suggestion to the Cotton Growers’ 
Convention. 

Editor Constitution—Your editorial of a 
few days ago offers“the true solution of 
the cotton problem, namely, that all our 
cotton crop be manufactured here instead of 
permitting England to do it, and exporting 
only manufactured cotton goods. By treaties 
that ought to have been abolished long ago 
Japan has been forced by England and oth- 
er European powers to admit foreign gvods 


- at an exceedingly low rate of duties, and 


the United States would be treated in the 
same way if it was a weak nation. Now, 
the best way -to bring about the proposed 
reform is the simplest way—so simple that 
the people can easily understand it. Dur- 
ing the late war every farmer and risenter 
was required to give one-tenth uf his crop 
to sustain the government of the cxomfeder- 
ate states. Suppose the farmers of Georgia 
formed a com y on that basis, taking 
stock, payable in new cotton to the extent 
of one-tenth of hig cotton crop, the cotton 
to be held until it reached, say 8 cents a 
pound, or any agreed price, then to be 
sold and the proceeds loaned to the stock- 
holders in any community who would sub- 
scr'be in cash one-half the amount needed 
to build a cotton factory: commensurate 
with their wants.

The Lowest Bid Selected by the Board: 
The Builder Brected the Wil- 
Hams Street School.- 


Work on the new Boys' High school 


building is to begin at once. 


This was decided at a called meeting of 


the board of education yesterday afternoon. 


Not only was this decision reached, but 


the contract for the building was let. 
J. T. Heifner, an Atlanta house builder, 


was the lucky contractor. He got the job 
for $35,500. This was the lowest bid sent 
in by eight contractors contesting for the 
work. He will break dirt on the ‘site of 


the building today, perhaps. 

Yésterday’s meeting was a called ses- 
sion for the purpose of considering the 
Boys’ High school matter. It has long 
been a knotty problem with the members 
of the board, First, they had trouble with 
the plans, and a long newspaper contro- 
versy ensued. Then the bids for the build- 
ing did not measure up to the ideas of the 
members of the building committee. 

The disagreeable climax to all of these 
troubles came next in an announcement 
from the council that the appropriation 
from the city for school purposes had been 
eurtailed to the extent of $3,000. This way 
a bomb in camp, and upset all of the cal- 
culations of the gentlemen engaged in 
pushing the work. 

Negotiations were called off for the time 
beifg aud it begun to look as if the erec- 
tion of the building would have to be 
postponed until the middle of next year. 
For a time no steps were taken in the 
matter, and it dropped out of considera- 
tion. 

The members of the building committee 
kept thinking about it, however, and try- 
ing to devise a plan whereby work might 
begin at once. At the meeting of the board 
on last Thursday the matter was brought 
up and discussed at length. It was sug- 
gested that the contract be given out, and 
that work be pushed during the present 
year to the extent of the ability of the city 
to pay for it out of this years’ appropria- 
tien. It was argued that the city would 
saye money enough to pay for as much 


“work as could be completed by January Ist, 


and after the New Year the work could go 
right ahead, it being taken care of by the 
next year’s appropriation. This plan meant 
a new school several months sdoner than 
it could possibly be had if the board waited 
until next year to give out the contract 
and start the work. 

' The suggestion met with favor and a 
meeting was called yesterday evening to 
consider it. There was a pretty full at- 
tendance of the members of the board at 
Major Slaton’s office at 3:30 o’clock yester- 
day afternoon, The meeting lasted for an 
hour and a half, during which the matter 
was djscussed in all its bearings. The 
sentiment of the board was decidedly in 
favor of beginning the work as soon as 
possible and a resolution to this effect was 
carried, 

Then the board entered upon the con- 
sideration of the bids that were re- 
ceiyed by the building committee several 
weeks ago. The lowest bid was that of Mr. 
J. T. Heifner. It was $35,000. Mr. Heifner 
built the Williams street school and made 
a splendid job of it. The members of the 
board were so pleased with his work that 
they voted to give him the contract for 
the new Boys’ High school. 

Mr. Heifner will probably ‘begin work 
today; if not today, just as early as he pos- 
sibly can commence. The :ot.on which the 
building is to be erected—the old Toon lot 
on the corner of Gilmer and Courtland 
streets, will have to be graded considera- 
bly, and the graders will very likely break 
dirt today. Bd 

Contractor Heifner wili use the plans of 
Golucke & Stewart, and the building will 
be after the model of that firm of archi- 
tects. These are the plans which caused 
such, a commotion among the competing 
architects, but the board was well satisfied 
with them and determined to use them. 

The building will be completed and ready 
to turn over to the city<by August ist 
next year.

Weather Man Arrived 
Hore Yesterday. 
HE WILL TAKE CHARGE AT ON 


Observer Park Morrill Will Leave for 
Washingtonin a Few Diys—Mr. 
Hunt’s Record. 


Atlanta’s new weather observer, Captain 
George E. Hunt, of the United States 
weather bureau, arrived in the city on the 
Southern railway vestibule trdin yesterday 
afternoon, at 4 o’clock, 

Captain Hunt comes to Atlanta to suc- 
ceed Mr. Park Morrill, who, for several 
years, has been the loca! observer and fore- 
cast official of the weather.-bureau here. 

Mr. Morrill was recently appointed to a 
very high position in the national office, 
at Washington, and Captain Hunt, who 
has, for the past two years, been located 
at Omaha, Neb., was stationed here by the 
government, | 

Captain Hunt has been connected with 
the weather service for more than ten 
years and has the reputation of being one 
of the finest forecast officials connected

with the bureau. He has had wide ex- 
perience in all departments of the magnifi- 
cent weather service now operated by the 
government, 3 

He comes to Atlanta almost direct from 
his labors at Omaha, and will assume 
charge of the local office at once. 

Mr. Morrill will leave for Washington on 
Saturday. 

Captain Hunt first entered the weather 
service of the government in 1881 at Wash- 
ington city, where he was located in the 
chief observer's office. Here he had a 
favorable opportunity to learn all the ne- 
cessary details of the service, which expe- 
rience has since been very valuable to him 
at the different posts he has served. 

In 1884, he was transferred from Wash- 
ington to Albany, N. Y., and served ten 
months in the local observer's office there, 
when he left the service entirely for three 
vears. 

Re-entering at Washington in the spring’ 
of 1888, he was again assigned to duty in 
the chief's office, but in a_higher position. 
Remaining in Washington a few months 
he was transferred to Boston, Mass., where 
he served two years as first assistant to 
the local observer in charge. His ability 
being recognized by the officials of the 
bureau he was promoted, in June, 1890, by 
being transferred from Boston to Colum- 
bia, 8S. C., where he went to assume charge 
of the state ‘weather service work. Re- 
maining there only a short time, he was 
again promoted and transferred to New 
Orleans, where he went as United States 
signal service officer and director of the 
Louisiana state weather service. His 
work in New Orleans gave eminent satis- 
faction, he having established a local’ pub- 
licatior, Known as The Louisiana Weather 
Journal, which was devoted to the distri- 
bution of useful information about the 
weather service. 

In June, 1891, when the weather bureau 
department was transferred from the army 
to the agricultural department of the gov- 
ernment, Captain Hunt was discharged, 
and was appointed to one of the twenty-one 
local forecast positions created by the re- 
organization of the service. His appoint- 
ment was one of the first made, and he 
was assigned to duty as forecast official 
of the New Orléans station, the position 
being distinctive from the one he had 
formerly filled there. In the: fall of 1892 
Captain Hunt was transferred from New 
Orleans to Omaha, Neb., where he re- 
mained, until two weeks ago, in charge 
of the Omaha branch of the service. In 
Omaha he did much towards promoting the 
efficiency -the service has attained in Ne- 
braska. 

The Omaha pepers speak in the highest 
terms of Captain Hunt’s ability and they 
contained many complimentary notices of 
him, when it was learned of his transfer 
to Atlanta. 

He left Omaha two weeks ago and has 
been in Washington since that time with 
his family, and in conference with the head 
officials of the bureau in reference to as- 
suming charge of the Atlanta office. 

His family, which consists of a wife and 
two children, a boy and girl, have been 
in Washington since Captain Hunt went 
to Omaha. 

Observer Hunt will be at the Kimball 
for a few days until he finds time to select 
permanent quarters. 

Mr. Park Morrill, the retiring observer, 
has been exceedingly popular with the At- 
lanta public, and has given an efficient 
service, doing much towards educating the 
people to understand the advantages aad 
usefulness of the weather bureau branch 
of the government, which is rapidly becom- 
ing one of the most important of the de- 
partments.

Un- 
der the change one election came off and 
that was enough for some of those who are 
interested in the management of the city 
affairs. Some time after that election a 
resolution was passed by the city council 
directing the committee on legislation. ta 
prepare an amendment to the city charter 
taking the election away from the people 
and placing it back in the hands of the 
council again. The committee on legisla- 
tioh carried the matter before Judge James 
A. Anderson, city attorney, and that gen. 
tleman has drawn the bill ready for intro- 
duction into the legislature by which the
